BROUGHTON ACQUITTED 
OF MURDER OF EARL 


East African Jury Finds for 
English Major in Case- Up

NAIROBI, Kenya Colony, July 2 

(AP). — Major Sir Henry John 
Delves Broughton, 57-year-old 
World War veteran, was acquitted 
today of a charge of murder in 
connection with the death of the 
Earl. of, Erroll, hereditary high 
constable of Scotland.

LONDON, July 2 (AP).—Arrival 
of 51 United States Marines under 
command of Capt. John B. Hill to 
take over guard duties at the 
United States Embassy was an- 
nounced officially today.

WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Navy Knox flatly 
stated today that no American ves- 
sels on Atlantic patrols had en- 


gaged in convoying, had become 
suf- 


fered any loss of life in their crews 
or uny loss of equipment. 

The question of patrol operation 
was raised at a press conference 


at which Knox also was asked 
about criticism in Congress of his 
demand in a speech Monday that 
the United States seize on the 
present moment to sweep “the 
German menace” from the Atlantic. 

Repeatedly, he declined to reply 
to the criticisms or to say wheth- 
er the speech in which he made 
the demand had presidential or 
Cabinet approval. 

At length, however, when asked 
whether it would “be fair to say 
you are sticking by your guns on 
the speech,” Knox replied: “Yes, 
of course.” 

- Tries to Settle Reports. 

In discussing operations of the 
Atlantic patrol Knox stuck entirely 
to negative statements which he 
made in an. apparent effort to set- 
tle reports current at various times 


He was asked in quick succession. 
whether any American ship on the 
neutrality patrol had suffered loss 
of life or loss of equipment, wheth- 
er any ship had engaged in combat 
and whether any had engaged in 
convoying, 

His answer to each question was 
an emphatic negative, About re- 
ports that there had been convoy- 
ing, Knox said, “That’s absolutely 
untrue.” : 


Opposition Group. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, demanded yesterday that 
Knox “resign or be thrown out of 
office” because of his speech ad- 
vocating that the navy be used to 
“clear the Atlantic.”

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
about 40 attended the caucus and 
instructed a steering committee to 
draft a formal resolution protcsting 
against Knox’s attitude. 

Walsh Assails Knox Speech. 

Chairman Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, of the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee also assailed the Knox 
speech. He said the secretary had 
counseled “open warfare, either 
with or without the formalities of 
a declaration of war.” 

Pepper said the Knox speech 

a “case of having to tell the 
public an unhappy fact.”

Battles in South Poland. 


One hundred tanks were de 
stroyed near Zloczow, south of the 
Pinsk marshes, and another 120 
“fell into our hands” in the Dubno 
region, south of Luck, where Rus- 
Sian armored forces apparently 
tried to slice in on German rear 
divisions and “were crushed,” the 
communique said. 

(A great tank battle in which it 
was estimated as many as 4000 ma- 
chines were engaged has been re- 
ported in progress for several days 
in this area.) 

German military sources said the 
Russians were retreating both 
north and south of Lwow, in the 
same war sector, and had fallen 
into a new encirclement to the east 
of Lwow. German forces already 
have begun trying to reduce them, 
a spokesman said. 

With the fighting be- 
yond buffer Polish territory to the 
soil of Russia itself, however, oper-

HARPSWELL, Me., July 2 (AP). 
—The 44-foot motorboat Don was 
said by State Fisheries Warden 


John Stevens today to have been 
“overcrowded” when it exploded 
and sent 37 men and women pic- 
nickers to death on Sunday. 

A different view was taken by 
James A. Trott, deputy collector of 
customs at Portland, who said that 
he did not consider the passenger 
load excessive for the size of the 
craft, although he said it was not 
licensed to carry passengers for 
hire. 

Relating that the Don had sunk 
three times in the last 10 years, 
only to be raised, Stevens told 
reporters the craft was topheavy 
and that it carried 150 gallons of 
gasoline, some in cans on deck, 
when it set out on its last voy- 
age to Monhegan Island, 40 miles 
away. 

He added that it was inadequate- 
ly equipped witu life preservers 
for the party of Rumford and Mex- 
ico (Me.) residents, 

None of the first 10 recovered 


bodies wore life preservers when 
they were picked up yesterday in 
the waters or along the shores of 
Casco Bay. 

Meanwhile, the Bureau of Marine 
Inspection and Navigation pro- 
ceeded with an investigation. 

Evidence of an explosion was 
seen by Coast Guard searchers in 
the condition of some of the bodies 
and the debris. 

With every indication that there 
were nog survivors of the trip that 
started so gaily, the disaster took 
the highest toll of life in New 
England waters since 47 perished 
in the Mackinac tragedy in Nar- 
ragansett Bay, R. L, 16 years ago.

IN SECOND DRAFT 


Relatively Small Enroll- 
ment in City and County 
a Surprise, as Officials 


Expected 7000. 


A total of 5871 young men of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County 
who have become 21 years old since 


last Oct. 16 registered yesterday 
under the second enrollment in 
the nation’s first peace-time con- 
scription. : 

The relatively small volume of 
re ts was a surprise to draft 
officials, who had expected 7000 
or more youths would be enrolled 
here. 

The enrollment was conducted 
without confusion or the general 
public atterftion that characterized 
the first ‘draft registration, last 
Oct. 16. Draft board officials, well- 
practiced in their duties, had their 
registration machinery organized 
and the young men showed a bet- 
ter knowledge of what was ex- 
pected of them than those listed 
last autumn. ’ 

There was little activity from 
the time the draft district offices 
opened until after 4 p. m., but for 
most of them thereafter for sev- 
eral hours it was “like election 
time.” The volume of registrants 
dwindled, however, the last two 
hours so that there was little left 
to do at closing time, 9 p. m. 

Also required to register yester- 
day were aliens and men aged 21 
through 35 who had not yet done 
so. Only four aliens—a Canadian, 
two Germans and an Austrian— 
appeared at the draft boards, The 
board in Ward 10 enrolled two men 
past 21, recently released from the 
workhouse. 

A number of boards reported. en- 
rolling young men whose twenty- 
first birthday fell on yesterday. 
Among these was Harold J. Lal- 
linger, 5203 Louisiana avenue, who 
signed his selective service card in 
Ward 13A at 7 p. m., the hour of 
his birth, 

The clerk at County District 2 
was surprised when twins came in 
together to register. They were 
Ferdinand J. and John J. Keeven, 
Route 1, Florissant. Their twenty- 
first birthday fell on Monday. 

At Board 24A a young man 4as- 
serted that if he had been born 
three hours later, he would not now 
be subject to conscription. 

The best a Negro in St. Louis 
County District 6 could do in an- 
swering a question on his place of 
birth was.to say: Mississippi—just 
Mississippi.” 

Lieut. Col. Claude C. Earp, State 
draft director,. estimated that 22,- 
000 Missourians registered. Of 
the 5871 enrolled in this area, 4404 
were in the 30 St. Louis districts 
and 1467 in the nine St. Louis Coun- 
ty districts. 

Five minutes was the time usual- 
ly taken for an individual to answer 
the 10 questions on the salmon- 
colored cards, which were used to 
distinguish in the draft board’s rec- 
ords the new men from those orig- 
inally registered. 

With yesterday's additions, the 
total number of men in this area 
listed for possible induction for a 
year of army training is approxi- 
mately 146,000. Of these, 6748 
have begun their service. The 
number of those eligible for induc- 
tion will be reduced, however, by 
an estimated 70,000 automatically 
deferred under a ruling announced 
today, because they are more than 
27 years old.

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HAY TO TALK FROM 
CAPITOL STEPS ON 
PENSION BILL ROW 


Attorney for Teachers to 
Tell Tonight of Part Hess 
and Others Had in De- 
feating Measure.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 2. — 
Charles M. Hay, attorney for St. 
Louis teachers seeking passage of 
a pension bill, planned today to 
speak on the steps of the Capitol 
at 7:30 o’clock this evening, on the 
part taken by Representative 
David A. Hess of St. Louis and 
others’ in the recent failure of the 
bill, reconsideration of which now 
is being urged. 

The St. Louis lawyer, chairman 
of the Election Board, veteran of 
two senatorial campaigns and for- 
mer leader of Missouri’s militant 
dry forces, ha arranged for in- 
stallation of a loud speaker in 
front of the Capitol, though he 
usually needs no such aid in mak- 
ing his audiences hear. Formal 
permission for the speech was ob- 
tained by Hay last evening from 
Robert Winn, Commissioner of 
Permanent Seat of Government, 

Hay, who. abandoned an earlier 
plan to ask the privilege of going 
on the floor and addressing the 
House, said that in his outdoor ad- 
dress he would discuss matters 
connected with the teachers’ pen- 
sion bill involving “the integrity 
of certain members of the House.” 
He said he would give names and 
use plain language. 

Comment by Hess. 
Representative Hess, in a recent 
speech in the House, said he did 
not dislike Hay personally, but 
added: “I do not like his type of 
lobbying.” Hess said “high-pres- 
sure lobbying” had been used in 
support of the pension bill, and 
that he understood the purpose of 
the bill was “to give a prominent 
St. Louis lawyer a job,” as attorney 
for the retirement system which 
would be set up. Hay has said he 
did not intend to serve in such 
a position. 

Besides Hess, the St. Louis mem- 
bers of the House who voted 
against the bill, causing its failure 
to obtain a passing majority June 
18, were Joseph B. Council and 
Anton Niemeyer. In the Senate, 
Senators Otto L. Lietchen and An- 
thony M. Webbe opposed the Dill 
at 2arlier stages, but did not vote 
against its final passage, May 27. 

Word that Hay planned to 
“blast” some of the opposition to 
the bill, and to go into son’ other 
legislative matters unrelated to the 
pension bill, spread through polit- 
ical and legislative circles last 
night, end aroused much specula- 
tion—and some tension. 

Hay has been here frequently 
during the long session of the 
Legislature, in charge of the teach- 
er lobby which put the St. Louis 
bill through the Senate and made 
the unsuccessful campaign for iis 
passage in the rouse.

agent for employes in its smoke- - 
less powder division. 

No alternative should the dead- 

line be passed without acceptance 
of the Mediation Board’s recom- 
mendation was mentioned. It had 
been suggested in Washington that 
if’ the company should refuse to 
accept the board’s recommenda- 
tion, the Government might take 
over the East Alton plant. 
A spokesman for the company 
said a reply was being prepared 
and would be presented to the Me- 
diation Board as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

The position of the company, as 
defined by a spokesman to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, is that the 
corporation has not declined to fol- 
low the Mediation Board’s recom- 
mendation but merely has been 
unable thus far to hold a directors’ 
meeting to determine a course of 
action, 

The notice of the time limit 
based on a recommendation made 
by the board last Saturday, was 
served on John Olin, vice-presi- 
dent of the cartridge company, 
which holds about $100,000,000 in 
defense orders for small arms am- 
munition, 

The board has declared the sole 
issue to be recognition of the 
union as bargaining agent for 
about 550 employes in the smoke- 
less powder division. The union 
was certified by the National La- 
bor Relations Board but the com- 
pany indicated its intention of 
withholding recognition pending 
an appeal to the courts.

Negotiations for the purchase of

Gov. W. Lee O’Daniel, who three 
years ago was selling flour through 
a radio program with hillbilly mu- 


sic and songs of his own compo- 
sition, will go to the United States 
Senate soon unless an official count 
alters his apparent special election 
victory. 

Back to seats in the House after 
a strenuous campaign go Represen- 
tative Martin Dies, chairman of a 
committee investigating un-Amer- 
ican activities, and Lyndon John- 
son, friend of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. Johnson finished a 
close second and Dies was a badly 
beaten fourth on the basis of un- 
official returns from Saturday’s 
election. 

Although Bob Johnson, Texas 
Election Bureau manager, said re- 
turns from all the State’s 254 coun- 
ties had been carefully checked, he 
warned there was still a possibility 
of error. An official canvass will 
be made July 14. 

The final Election Bureau count 

showed: O’Daniel, ¥75,368; Johnson, 
174,273; Attorney General Gerald 
C. Mann, 140,853; Dies, 80,601. 
_ The election was held to choose 
a successor to Senator Morris Shep- 
pard, who died April 9 in Wash- 
ington. 

Andrew Jackson Houston, named 
by ‘the Governor as interim Sen- 
ator, died two days before’ the 
election. Houston, 87 years old, 
was the son of Sam Houston, Texas’ 
most famous hero. 

O’Daniel’s first venture in poli- 
tics came three years ago. A polit- 
ical unknown, he toured the State 


with sound trucks and hillbilly 
bands and won the governorship 
without a runoff. He was re- 
elected last year. 

His successor as Governor will 
be Lieut. Gov. Coke Robert Steven- 
son. A native Texan, Stevenson 
has been a farmhand, janitor, ware- 
house operator, hardware merchant, 
hotel owner, newspaper publisher, 
automobile agency proprietor and 
bank president.

Ridgedale 


Homes: Development Will Be 


Available Only for Families Earning 
Less Than $1400 a Year. 


Granite City’s 151-apartment low- 
rent housing project will open Aug. 
1. To be known as Ridgedale 
Homes, it stands on a 24-acre plot, 


beautified- by trees, shrubs, grass 
and flowers, and equipped with 
playgrounds for children. 

Construction of the 18 buildings 
comprising the project has. been 
delayed about two weeks by a 
shortage of some materials because 
of defense needs but it should be 
completed fully by Sept. 1, Exec- 
utive Director Talley J. Richards 
of the Granite City Housing Au- 
thority said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. Work remaining con- 
sists of interior decorating and in- 
stallation of equipment. 

Costing $753,000 for construction 
and land, Ridgedale Homes is at 
Nameoki ‘road and Edwards street, 
with Ridgedale avenue running 
through the center. It was begun 
last October, 

It will be available to families 
that have lived in sub-standard 
homes the last six months or more 
and in Granite City at least two 
years before their application’ for 
residence in the project, and whose 
income is less than $1400 a year. 

The Granite City Housing Au- 
thority asserts that its rents are 
among the lowest in the country, 
ranging from $11 to $24 a month. 


Each apartment has a living room, 
kitchen, bathroom, small utility 
room, hot-air furnace and a small 
hot-water heater for use in sum- 
mer. The only variation is in the 
number of bedrooms, from one to 
three. 

Electric refrigerators and gas 
stoves, light, gas and water are 
furnished, The occupant must buy 
coal, 

A one-bedroom apartment costs 
$11 a month for a family having 
$574 annual income, and $22 for 
one making $1200, with a grad- 
uated scale between. Three-bed- 
room units rent for $12 to the $649- 
income class and $24 for those 
earning from $1074 
year. Apartments with two bed- 
rooms range in rent similarly from 
$11.50 to $23. 

Constructed of brick, all apart- 
ments are at ground level, with 
those having more than one bed- 
room being two msories high. Each 
has a front and back yard. There 
are no garages, but a large area 
has been set aside for parking,

It also "Ba i: Fett? - ae — — Sh tee SE ld Pee ie + 7A whine — — 
is a new example of the plight of font <2 ee — 4 Of fae PTD —— ba | eB KI —— — ay E 
many older residential neighbor- ' i ; —* + % ' oe ee : — — X 
hoods of St. Louis under the en- 
croachment of commerce, which 
has spread steadily, although ex- 
perts insist there already is far 
more land zoned for commercial 
use than can ever be utilized. 

Of course, the block has slipped 
in the 30 or 40 years since the 
stately homes that line it were 
erected solidly, of brick and stone, 
built for more permanence than 
seems possible in the shifting 
neighborhoods of the 1941 city. 
Only about half the homes in 
the block remain t oday as single- 
family residences. The rest are 
rooming houses and institutions. 
Retains Dignity Through Years. 

In spite of change, however, the 
block remains a spacious avenue, 
lined on both sides with trees in 
f-ont of ample and well tended 
lawns. Residents are proud of 
their block and insist that its in- 
stitutions, including church and 
fraternal organizations, are deco- 
rous and its rooming houses gen- 
teel. In the length of the long 
block, from Taylor avenue to Eu- 
clid there is but one sign (a small 
one), advertising “Rooms to Let.” 

Until the excavation for Le- 
vitch’s store began the first week 
of June, there was little in the ap- 
pearance of the block to show its 
break with its opulent past, Le- 
vitch, owner of the drug store in 
the Forest Park Hotel, opposite 
the site of his new store, was re- 
luctant to discuss with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter the new build- 
ing’s departure from tradition in 
projecting clear to the West Pine 
sidewalk. Other structures on the 
block are set back 50 feet. 

As the Owner Views It. 

“What do you want to go throw 
a brick in still waters for?” Le- 
vitch asked. “There’s nothing in 
the zoning laws about a building 
line, and there are stores all along 
Euclid.” 

David Baron, Levitch’s attorney, 
took a more positive view of the 
passing of the old order on West 
Pine. “Why,” he said, “this is go- 
ing to be practically the highest 
grade, prettiest, and best con- 
ducted store in the city.” Baron 
was not specific in explaining why 
the building permit for the new 
structure was issued in the name 
of his secretary, Mrs. Harriet M. 
Nobel, instead of in Levitch’s. 
“There’s nothing unusual about 
that,” he said. 

Residents of the block, under 
the leadership of Mrs. John V. 
Lawrence, wife of the head of the 
Washington University Clinic, pre- 
pred a petition to the Board of 
Aldermen as soon ag they learned 
of the new building. “We were'too 
late to do anything about it,” Mrs. 
Lawrence said, addjng that prop- 
erty owners were nOw resigned to 
the structure, but hoped that the 
building line might be preserved 
for the rest of the block. 

New Ordinance Offered. 

To this end, Alderman Claude T. 
Bakewell of the Twenty-fifth Ward 
has introduced a bill to take the 
bolck out of the D height and area 
zoning classification, in which no 
building line is set up by ordinance, 
and to reclassify it in the C cate- 
gory, in which new structures must 
conform to an established building 
line, The interior of the block is 
zoned for multiple dwellings and

There was gay music in the can- 
tinas and unrestrained joy in Lit- 
tle Mexico today.

The existence of a large 
amount of long-term unemploy- 
ment indicates a lack of balance 
between labor-displacing effects 
and the compensatory forces pre- 
sumed to be inherent in our eco- 
nomic system, 

Among benefits promised by 
economic theory to offset the 
evils of the machine are lower 
prices, higher wages, shorter 
hours and development of new 
industries. 

Refusal to make use of price 
reductions is characteristic of 
mechanized industry. Price fix- 
ing agreements among competit- 
ors are the rule rather than the 
exception. 

Even during periods of great- 
est wage increases,.unit labor 
costs decline, because advances 
in average hourly earnings are 
generally exceeded by still great- 
er increases of output per man- 
hour. 


The Normal Week. 


Further curtailment of work- 
ing hours is distinctly remote, 
since legislation has established 
and public opinion has accepted 
the 40-hour week as the norm of 
employment. . : 

With the possible exception of 
the Diesel engine, there is in 
sight no great new peace indus- 
try offering promise of taking 
up any significant proportion of 
unemployment. 

While technology creates tre- 
mendous economic problems 
through labor displacement, it 
also induces concentration which 
impedes the operation of price 
reductions. 

A state of serious unbalance 
exists today. Under present 
conditions it is likely not only 
to continue but to become even 
more pronounced. 

The persistence of mass unem- 
ployment in the United States, 
despite marked economic recov- 
ery, and the growing emphasis 
on technological advance should 
cause grave concern to all 
thoughtful persons who seek the 
preservation of democracy. 
Driving Impulses. 

“There are only two impulses,” 
Voorhis continued, “that can drive 
men to the greatest and most sus- 
tained effort and sacrifice. One 
is the impulse of desperation that 
comes to people when they must 
fight for survival itself. Such is 
the impulse behind the British peo- 
ple today. But, whether we like 
it or not, the plain truth is that 
the American people do not today 
feel any such impulse of despera- 
tion. 

“The other impulse, and the only 
one that is adequate to call forth 
an all-out effort, is the impulse of 
an ideal, an ideal that has some 
religious meaning in it, an ideal 
and a hope of a tomorrow that 
will be definitely and clearly bet- 
ter than today has been. It is up- 
on the awakening of such an ideal 
in the hearts of the American peo- 
ple that we must today depend 
completely. And whether or not 
it is to be awakened depends pri- 
marily on how well the Congress 
and the other leaders of the na- 
tion do their job.”

Economic Front Plays Vital Part 
‘In the Defense of South America 


Observer Says U. S. Aid in Setting Up New 
Enterprises in Latin Republics, to Lessen 
Dependence on Europe, Is Necessary. 


Following is the third of a series 
of articles by Mr. Tomlinson, au- 
thor and lecturer, who has studied 
South and Central America for 18 
years, making annual trips there. 


By EDWARD TOMLINSON 


Our determination to defend 
South America against totalitarian 
aggression and penetration present: 
an opportunity as well as an obli- 
gation. It is our duty to defend 
any and all of the southern coun- 
tries against military attack. We 
have given our word that we will. 
We declared it in the Monroe Doc- 
trine over 100 years ago. But no 
Argentine or Peruvian, no Chilean 
or Brazilian, believes we will do 
uny of these things purely out of 
charity for him and his country. 


As an Argenine friend put it, 
“We know that whatever you do, 
you will do it because it is for your 
own good, as well as for ours. De- 
fense for our countries will. be de- 
fense for yours. And material as 
well as political advantage will ac- 
crue. Which is as it should be.” 


Much is being done to fulfill our 
obligation. Steps are being taken 
to provide technical assistance to 
and help in fortifying the armed 
forces of all the countries. The 
United States Army, Navy and Air 
Corps,: upon the invitation of the 
respective governments, have 
placed advisers and instructors 
at the disposal of practicaily every 
local military establishment. As 
fast as they can be spared from 
our own requirements, and our 
commitments to Britain, we are 
releasing planes and equipment 
and munitions to all the countries. 


Economic Front Vital. 


Soldiers and planes, battleships 
and bombs, may serve to ward off 
attacks from without and suppress 
uprisings within. But they will 
be of little effectiveness in pre- 
venting commercial and economic 
pressure and penetration both now 
and in the future. It is on the 
economic front that every one 
of the ten countries of the Conti- 
nent is the most vulnerable, Each 
of them suffers the tyranny of a 
one and tw6 product economy. The 
principal product in each finds 
its chief market in countries now 
making war upon one another. In 
norma] times Argentine grain and 
meats, Brazilian cotton, Chilean 
copper and Venezuelan oil must 
be sold to Europe. The United 
States produces enough of all of 
these and to spare. These are the 
reasons Europe has always ex- 
erted as much influence upon these 
countries, and why Germany is 
now able to bring so much pressure 
to bear upon them. 


At the moment, in the emer- 
gency, we are’ able to purchase 
large quantities of several of the 
staple products of the Continent. 
Our own large copper mines can- 
not turn out sufficient quantities 
of the metal to meet the needs 
of our vast defense program, Our 
normal production of hides, leath- 
er and wool is inadequate to supply 
our millions of soldiers with all the 
boots, shoes, clothing and blankets 
they need. But, naturally, with 
the return of peace, our purchases 
of all these will dwindle away, 
and the countries will again be de- 
pendent upon old-world markets. 
They will again be under pressure 
from Europe. If Britain should 
be defeated, Germany will be in 
a eae te the eco-

U. S. Developments Lacking. 


Although ours has become the 
greatest industrial and“mechanical- 
ly equipped nation of all time, we 
are not only without many of the 
key products that have made this 
accomplishment possible but we 
have made very little effort to de- 
velop them ourselves or organize 
our own sources of them. We 
have been content for others to 
develop and sell them to us, a pro-

Dutch have excelled and, inci- 
dentally, a process out of which 
they have gathered huge profits 
over a long period of years. 


There are ample excuses for our 
failure to provide for or make 
secure our own sources of most 
of these vital materials. It was 
cheaper to buy them from those 
who had already spent the money 
ta develop them. It was aiso good 
business. Those who sold to us 
in turn proved to be good custom- 
ers. Then, too, we were a very 
young country, and until recently 
our energy and capital were taken 
up in building cities, transporta- 
tion systems and the expansion of 
our own civilization. But we have 
come of age. We have expanded 
almost to the limit of our needs. 
We now have €xcess energy and 
capital. What is more, half the 
world, including regions that have 
furnished us with so many of our 
most important imports, is already 
under the domination of nations 
that refuse to produce or trade ac- 
cording to the economic system 
under which \we live and in which 
we believe. 


Shall we abandon our old friends, 
especially England, the British and 
Dutch colonies, the last remaining 


vestiges of democracy? Shall we 
stop buying from them in the hour 
of their greatest need and go in 
for the production of all the things 
they have been producing for us? 
It is not a quetsion of abandoning 
anybody. One after another of the 
great raw-material centers is be- 
coming a battlefield. The Nazis 
and Fascists are already in Africa. 
Japan has been marching steadily 
southward in Asia. She is already

World War. Purge. 


There is nothing new about the 
principle of the purge or depart- 
ure from the rule of seniority in 
promotions. We did both vigor- 
ously in the World War. Purging 
didn’t get much publicity because 
most of it was done in France. 

Gen. Pershing set up a great 
“reclassification center” at Blois— 
which the soldiers appropriately 
called “Blooey.” There the stum- 
blebums, politicos, fair-haired boys 
who were booting the ball on the 
job, were sent and “reclassified,” 
which meant relieved of command 
and put to counting beans or what- 
ever it was hoped that they could 
do when what they couldn’t do be- 
came so dangerously apparent. 

Similarly, by the device of “tem- 
porary” commissions the automatic 
rule of promotion only by the 
death of seniors was laid on the 
shelf and any man whose head 
stuck up above the ruck had some 
chance of recognition on Napo- 
leon’s rule. that every “simple sol- 
dier” had a Marshal’s baton in his 
knapsack if he could qualify in 
action. 

These two improvements are ab- 
solutely necessary in war to in- 
spire the twin incentives to mili- 
tary efficiency—“hope of reward 
for performance—fear of punish- 
ment for failure.” In the stern 
tests and atmosphere of war, there 
is little fear of their abuse. In 
peace, or even in such times as 
these, there is more danger. The

Russians are going to survive the 
German blitz. American authorities 
are determined not to repeat the 
experience of France, Yugoslavia 
or Greece, when war material, 
promised or actually shipped, either 
did not arrive in time or fell 
into German hands.

The impression prevails today 
that Russia will not ask for Amer- 
ican material to be given them 
gratis under the Lease-Lend Law. 
In the first instance, the Bolshe- 
viks will offer to pay cash and 
their $46,000,000 worth of assets 
in this country will be released to 
them for the purpose. If the war 
goes on a long time and the assets 
are exhausted, the Soviets are 
more likely to«receive ordinary 
credits than lease-lend gifts.

OUR GREATEST FROZEN ASSET 


T is difficult to understand how 

Mr. Hoover, who as President 

of the United States has also 
been Commander-in-Chief, could 
deliver a prepared address about 
the Russian situation and never 
even allude to the fact that Rus- 
sia and the United States have a 
common boundary in the Bering 
Sea. Japan, said Mr. Hoover; “is 
6000 miles away from continental 
United States.” Mr. Hoover's fig- 
ure happens to be wrong. The 
distance from Yokohama to Seat- 
tle is 4276 miles. But even the 
correct figure is meaningless. 
Alaska is American territory, and 
the distance by sea from Japan 
to Dutch Harbor is 2547 miles and 
from Russian Kamchatka it is 
1251 miles. 


But what really matters is that 
there are Russian air bases in Si- 
beria that are within much less 
than a hundred miles of Alaska, 
which, Mr. Hoover should remem- 
ber, is American territory. These 
Russian air bases are about as 
néar to our main naval bases in 
Alaska as Norway is to Scotland. 
How, then, can a responsible 
statesman afford to talk as if 
there were 6000 miles of ocean be- 
tween us and danger, and that the 
only problem presented by the 
Russian war is how to express our 
feelings about Bolshevism? For 
the question posed by the Russian 
war is whether the ports and air- 
fields of Eastern Siberia are to re- 
main in independent Russian 
hands or are to be seized by Japan, 
or are to be controlled by some 
sort of puppet government under 
Nazi or Japanese or Nazi-Japanese 
control, 

e > . 

HIS is an urgent question since 

no one can be at all sure wheth- 

er there would be any Russian 
political resistance left in Siberia 
if the re-.:me collapsed in Europe. 
And it is such a very grave ques- 
tion for the United States that our 
policy should be based primarily 
on the advice of our naval, air and 
military commanders and not on 
vaporings about democracy, the 
four freedoms and Bolshevism. 

For not only does Alaska have to 
be defended because it is American 
territory: an impregnable position 
in Alaska is vital to the defense 
of the whole Western Hemisphere. 
Securely in our han@s as a base of 
operations for the fleet and. the air 
force, it not only guarantees the 
defense of the northern and short- 
est route to the Pacific Coast, but 
it is a great outpost for the only 
true defense—namely an offensive 
against Japan. 


Were Japan or the Axis to con- 
trol Eastern Siberia, the whole na- 
val position of the United States 
would be greatly weakened. From 


Eastern Siberia the use of Alaska; 


would be severely threatened by 
air and sea raiders. Japan, on the 
other hance, would no longer be 
threatened and therefore checked 
by the Russians. in Siberia, nor 
nearly so vulnerable to the Amer- 
icans from Alaska. Whereas we 
should have to use more warships 
to guard the Northern Pacific, 
Japan would be freer than she has 
ever been to take her fleet out of 
her home waters and strike where 
she saw a favorable opening. 
+ + > 

HAT happens in the region 

of Siberia and Alaska is of 
critical importance to us. It will 
either greatly reduce our naval 
power or it will greatly increase 
it. If Siberia falls to the Axis, 
the effect will be to compel us to 
keep a very large fleet in the 
Northern Pacific when we may 


desperately need those ships in 
the otherwise undefended Atlantic. 
If, on the other hand, our military 
commanders can devise measures 
for dealing effectively with the 
Siberian question, we may be able 
to make it possible to defend the 
Northern Pacific without freezing 
the whole fleet there indefinitely. 

This, and not what we feel about 
Stalin, is the great issue which 
ought to have the full attention of 
all who not only wish to put 
America first but also know how 
to put America first. The problem 
of Siberia, Alaska, the Northern 
Pacific, and the position of the 
Japanese and of the American 
fleets is just about as serious a 
problem as we have had to con- 
sider since the war began, and it 
deserves a kind of serious attention 
which it has not begun to receive. 
+ . . 


HE basic problem of American 
defense is how, since we can- 
not hope to have “a § two-ocean 
navy” for another five years, we 
are to defend the Western Hem- 
isphere with a one-ocean navy, 
that is to say, with a navy some- 
what superior to the Japanese 
but inferior to the Japanese plus 
the German, Italian, and French, 
and if Britain fell, a considerable 
part of the British. Our policy of 
giving aid to Britain and to China 
has been based on the realization 
that China was a check upon Japan 
and that Britain has the Axis 
locked up in Europe. 


It is a sign of the times that 
Mr. Hoover, who never promoted 
this policy when it was being de- 
bated, now favors it; that he who 
did not wish to let Britain buy 
bombers now rejoices in the bomb- 
ers being flown to Britain; that he 
who gave no support to the trans- 
fer of the destroyers last year now 
wishes with the excessive zeal of a 
convert to hand over to Britain 
“the same convoy warships: we 
should use if we joined the war,” 
that is to say the Atlantic fleet! 


In any event the policy of aid- 
ing Britain and China is established 
as a measure of American defense. 
But what has not been realized 
generally is that this policy still 
leaves us with no adequate fleet of 
our own in the Atlantic and with 
the fleet in the Pacific as a kind 
of great frozen asset in the middle 
of the Pacific. This might not be 
so bad if the country, with the 
approval of men like Mr. Hoover, 
were prepared to reinforce Britain 
so that under no circumstances 
could we be left to stand alone 
in the Atlantic. But since those 
who think like Mr. Hoover compel 
us to take the awful gamble of 
a British defeat, it is necessary for 
that reason alone, but for many 
others also, to find ways of un- 
freezing our naval power in the 
Pacific. 

: I * > 

ERY great progress has been 

made in this direction as a re- 
sult of the development of an 
aerial defense in the region from 
Manila and Hongkong to Singa- 
pore. This undoubtedly relieves 
the pressure upon the American 
Navy in the Southern Pacific. The 
Siberian question, if successfully 
handled, will enormously relieve 
the pressure in the Northern Pa- 
cific. If it is fumbled, it will, 
on the other hand, freeze the fleet 
more than ever. 


Our great object, surely, must be 
to hold Japan in check with the 
Chinese army, the Russian army, 
with airplanes and submarines, so 
that our main fleet shall be free

WILLIAM T. JONES, 66 
FORMER JUDGE, DIE 


Ex-President of St. Louis Bar 
Association Underwent 
@inor Operation. 


William T. Jones, a former Cir- 
cuit Judge and former president of 


.the St. Louis Bar Association, died 


today at Barnes Hospital of an em- 
bolism, following a minor opera- 
tidn a week ago. He was 66 years 
old. 

A practicing attorney in St. Louis 
for 42 years, he was born at 
Humphreys, Mo. and graduated 
from the University of Missouri 
and Washington University Law 
School. At Missouri University he 
was a room-mate of former Gov. 
Guy B. Park. 

He was elected a Judge on the 
Democratic ticket in 1912 and 
served one six-year term. Subse- 
quently he took an active part in 
Democratic politics, and in 1933 
various persons urged him to make 
the race for his party’s nomina- 
tion for Mayor, but he declined. 

In Gov. Park’s administration 
he was frequently consulted by the 
Governor on patronege matters in 
St. Louis. He was president of 
the Bar Association in 1932-33. 

For more than 35 years he was 
associated in the practice of law 
with W. Frank Carter. The firm 
had various names, and at the 
time of its dissolution in 1940 was 
known as Carter & Jones. Subse- 
quently Mr. Jones became senior 
partner of Jones & Biggs, with 
offices at 314 North Broadway. 

Surviving are his wife and three 
sons, Mostyn Jones of New York, 
Dr. Augustin Jones of Baltimore, 
and William T, Jones Jr. of St. 
Louis,

How about catching colds or 
other nose and throat ailments 
such as sinusitis?

The 
water of most city pools is kept 
at a low level of bacterial con- 
tent by the use of chlorine; in 
some cases it may be as pure as

But in a crowded pool, you 
may receive into your nose and 
throat passages water that has 
just been contaminated by 
germs from another’s nose and 
throat and you may be suscepti- 
ble to the other person’s variety 
of germs. 

The chilling that so often oc- 
curs during or just after swim- 
ming, due to staying in the wa- 
ter too long or to sitting around 
in a wet suit, lowers the resist- 
ance to.disease germs and you 
have an ideal set-up for a cold 
or other infection. 


In general, lakes and beaches. 
whose waters are unpolluted by ; 
sewage offer less possibility of 
spreading germs of nose and 
throat ailments than do small, 
crowded pools. 

A word here about the com- 
mon practice of blowing the 
nose after diving or swimming. 
This may drive germs into the 
ears and lead to infection, so 
just let the water run out. 
Blowing may drive out a multi- 
tude of germs to pollute the 
water, too, and even though you 
think you're a healthy specimen 
you may be harboring germs 
that are dangerous to others.

Helped South 
Make Game

HEN the contract is three 
W no trump and the result is 
in doubt, eight tricks ap- 
pearing easy but the ninth prob- 
lematical, declarer’s best technique 
is to embarrass the opponents over 
their discards. 
North, dealer. 


Both sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
North East 
1 diamond Pass 
2 no trump Pass 
Pass Pass 


West, having honors in the tHree 
unbid suits, decided that the best 
protective opening was the deuce 
of diamonds. Dummy ducked, and 
East made the correct play. of the 
nine-spot—had he put up the king, 
declarer’s problem would have 
been quickly resolved. South won 
with the diamond queen, and 
cleared the club suit in three leads. 
On the third round East had to 
guess between discarding a spade 
and a heart; he decided on the 
spade five. West, in with the club 
queen, felt sure that a diamond 
continuation would be bad for his 
side. If East had the king and 
jack, declarer would certainly duck 
the second lead and East would 
not have any convenient exit, 
Hence, West shifted to a low 
spade. Declarer finessed and 
cashed the good club. This time 
East let go the heart six and West 
was now up against it. A diamond 
discard would be much too infor- 
mative; it would encourage de- 
clarer to lead the ace and another 
diamond. A spade discard was un- 
thinkable, since West could not 
know where the jack was. Hence, 
West was practically forced to let 
g0 a low heart. Declarer now had 
an almost sure count on West’s 
hand—four diamonds, three clubs, 
probably three spades, and three 
hearts—and was able to make a 
play that could. not have worked 
before the heart discard came from 
West, namely, to lead the ten of 
hearts from dummy. 


Had this play been made earlier, 
East would have covered, and 
West’s K-8 would have remained 
over declarer’s J-3. Now, however, 
it was futile for East to cover. He; 
too, realized that partner was 
probably down to only two hearts. 
The heart ten lost to West’s king 
and another spade was returned, 
dummy’s ace winning. A second 
heart finesse up to the A-J not 
only insured declarer’s ninth trick 
but actually permitted an over- 
trick. The heart jack won and 
on another spade lead West's king 
and East’s jack fell together. 
When declarer took his heart ace 
he was able to cash the thirteenth 
spade.

Economical Menus

MOUSSE, whether it’s the des- 

sert type or the main dish 

type which contains meat, 
sounds rich and it sounds expen- 
sive. But that’s because most peo- 
ple still think of a mousse as some- 
thing made with whipped cream, 
and lots of it. Actually a mousse 
can be simple and inexpensive, 
and practical for everyday use in 
hot weather. The secret is whipped 
evaporated milk instead of whipped 


_ cream, It gives the same fluffy, 


creamy texture, greatly reduced 
caloric content,.and greatly in- 
creased mineral and vitamin val- 
ue. Evaporated milk whips best 
when it is very cold; chill it in the 
freezing compartment of the re- 
frigerator, if possible, and have 
bowl and beater thoroughly chilled, 
too. Addition of a teaspoonful or 
two of lemon juice helps matters 
along, if you can add it without 
injuring the flavor of the food to 
which it must be added. In this 
ham and asparagus mousse the 
lemon juice will actually be an 
improvement. 


Ham and Asparagus Mousse. 
Two teaspoons gelatin, one-third 
cup liquid from can of fresh cooked 
asparagus, one-half cup evaporat- 


ed milk, one cup diced cooked ham 


(about one-fourth pound), 10% 
ounce tin asparagus or 1 cup fregh- 
cooked asparagus, one tablespoon 
chopped -pimiento, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt or to suit taste, few 
grains pepper, one-fourth teaspoon 
dry mustard, one-third cup salad 
dressing, one-fourth teaspoon cel- 
ery salt, one-third cup evaporated 
milk, chilled, 


Soften gelatin in the cold aspara- 
gus liquid for five minutes; then 
dissolve over hot water and com- 
bine with one-half cup evaporated 
milk. Add diced ham, asparagus 
cut In one-half inch pieces, and 


remaining ingredients except the 
one-third cup evaporated milk. Mix 
well and chill until mixture is 
thick. Then whip the chilled evap- 
orated milk until stiff and fold 
into the mixture. Pour into a 
three-cup ring mold which has 
been rinsed in cold water, and chill 
until firm. Unmold onto plate 
garnised with crisp lettuce. Serves 
four,

Don't Take My Word for It

AUTOPSY 
A noun. An examination; an in- 
- spection. 

While AUTOPSY is used gener- 
ally to designate the inspection by 
dissection of a dead body, the 
literal meaning of the word is 
neither gruesome nor repellent. 
Autopsy is from the Greek autop- 
tos, which means simply “seen by 
oneself.” 

As a matter of fact,:it would be 
entirely proper to use the word in 
this sense: “From my autopsy of 
the painting, I am convinced that 
it is a genuine Rembrandt,” for 
Webster's first definition is: “Per- 
sonal observation or examination; 
seeing with one’s own eyes.” 

Do not say “uh-TOP-see.” The 
word should be accented on the 
first syllable only, as: 

First choice: AW-top-see. 

Second choice: AW-tup-see. 

(Capitals indicate syllables to be 
accented.) , 


The correct pronunciation of 
CONVERSANT will sound strange 
‘to many an ear, for most of us 
erroneously place the accent on the 
second syllable, as: “kun-VER- 
ant.” ; 

A check of the accepted diction- 
aries shows that the accent falls 
on the first syllable which rhymes 
with con, don, non. 

Correct pronunciation: 

KAHN-ver-e'nt. 

Dubious: kuh-VER-e’nt. 

Note: KAHN-ver-ent is not a 
“new” pronunciation; almost a 
century ago it was the only choice 
of Webster, Worcester and Phyfe.

In counting over our blessings, 
we moderns are likely to overlook 
the little things that are near to 
us and used regularly. We think 
of the big Ones such as automo 
biles, airplanes, telephones, the 
electric light, hot and cold running 
water, and maybe refrigerators and 
modern stoves, but we are likely 
to forget safety pins, screens, fly 
swatters and paltable toothpaste. 

However, I am not sure that, if 
I were ordered by some superior 
being to go back to the middle ages 
and had to make the choice of one 
modern invention to take back, I 
wouldn't choose the safety pin 
rather than the telephone. 

One of our most useful small 
modern comforts are sun glasses. 
To go back to my opening sentence, 
invention has practically made 
them a necessity. With automobile 
driving on a shiny summer day, 
cars whizzing at you from all di- 
rections, your life, health and lib- 
erty may depend upon ae clear 
vision of the street ahead, its 
markings and other features that 
are obscured with ordinary vision 
on'a hot, shiny, swimming day. 

Without sun glasses, a~street 
will look like a plain, glary sur- 
face, whereas the diminution that 
good sun glasses gives you brings 
out a pattern of lines and lanes, 
of lettering that gives you instruc- 
tion and direction. 

Nowadays the chromium age has 
fixed things so that something may 
be shining on your retina all the 
time, giving you umexplained fa- 
tigue and increasing inefficiency 
of vision. An automobile mudguard 
with the sun shining on it may 
have a brightness co-efficient of 
1,400,000, which is reduce@ to 1665 


by 


glinting reflection is the worst of 
all and may have a brightness co- 
efficient of 3,339,000. This can be 
reduced to about a third with near- 
ly any kind of sun glasses and with 
the polarizing of sun glasses it 
comes down to 73,000. 

It is,easy to figure out that fa- 
tigue headache and unexplained 
nervous irritability may be reduced 
by using proper glasses when boat- 
ing, sailing, motor boating or fish- 
ing. 

A beam of sunlight is composed 
of light waves that vibrate in all 
directions. When they strike a 
horizontal surface they are deflect- 
ed into dazzling horizontal rays. 
The advantage of the polarizing 
glasses is that they filter these 
horizontal rays, which are s0 
dazzling, permitting useful light to 
reach the eyes. 

Sun glasses for children are 
especially valuable, since our mod- 
ern hygiene so sensibly requires 
that the little ones get out in the 
sun most of the day. 

A recent letter to this column 
asked whether it is practical and 
whether it is harmful to have sun- 
glasses ground for astigmatic and 
refractional errors. Such glasses 
can now be obtained, and are cer- 
tainly to be recommended when 
errors of refraction need to be cor- 
rected.

Smith did 
not aspire to that, but he speedily 
became almost everything else— 
advance press agent, scene painter, 
bookkeeper, copy writer, toucher- 
up of scenes that were either too 
long or too short or not wholly suc- 
cessful, general handy man, odd- 
jobber, negotiator, public represen- 
tative and private adviser.

effusive; always reserved, yet never 
disdainful. In short, a perfect gen- 
tleman,

FTEN we honor our own 
heroes; seldom do we pay hom- 
age to one of foreign birth. But 
the epic of Pastor Martin Niemoel- 
ler passes beyond any national 
scope. It is the symbol of every 
human heart that dares to keep 
the old, clean faith in these dark, 
indecent days.

I think of Pastor Niemoeller of- 
ten these days when the panic 
sweeps over me, as it must sweep 
over every one of us. I think of 


common mor . - Of the heart- 
break when. was torn from the 
world he idved ... of the times 
when he too must have doubted, 
however briefly, whether goodness 
paid. Yesterday marked the be- 
ginning of the fifth year of the 
Lutheran minister’s incarceration 
in a German prison camp, be- 
cause of his stand for religious lib- 
erty. 

“My God! My God! Why has 


Thou forsaken me?” Did he, too 


whisper that as the lash bit deep 
and deeper into his quivering 
flesh? Yet he still holds on! He 


the terror he must have felt as a 


fellow prisoners. He comforts 
them as best he can . . . Does his 
work patiently, day after weaken- 
ing day. Each morning he must 
brace his heart for the agony to 
come, And somehow, secretly, he 
finds .solace and cKrengte—age 
glory! * 

I think of that tortured yet 
courageous man in a Nazi con- 
centration camp when the bad 
hours come and my faith fails me. 
And then I think of the millions 
of others who follow his brave 
path in this and every other land. 

The gentle sisterhood of nuns 
praying ceaselessly before altars, 
drudging ceaselessly at dreary 
chores, that the pain of the world 
may be comforted. The penniless 
priests and pastors carrying their 
faith and service into the far 
places of the earth. 


The unselfish mothers and 
wives, giving up their own dreams 
of gay and carefree girlhood to 
build a home and raise a family, 
and nourish it with love. The tired, 
bewildered men who once dreamed 
of fame and adventure ... yet 
now scheme patiently to buy an- 
other pair of shoes or pay a doc- 
tor’s bill. 

And all those boys who leave 
their homes and young careers to- 
day; who give themselves to stand 


beside a land they love... 


against a tyranny they loathe. 


I think of them all, working so 
doggedly, often with despair in 
their hearts—and my own despair 
disappears in a sudden glimpse of 
glory. \“.
